Fitzwater said a decision on launching an 
attack against Iraq was likely to come 
“sooner rather than later” after the midnight 
EST deadline. 

The United Nations authorized use of force 
after that time to remove Iraq from Kuwait, 
the emirate it overran 5 1/2 months ago. 


The U.N. chief assured Iraq that once it 
begins a decisive withdrawal, its forces would 
not be attacked. 

He said he also had promises “from the 
highest levels of government” that with the 
crisis over, “every effort will be made to ad- 
dress, in a comprehensive manner, the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, including the Palestinian 
question.” 

That links the Persian Gulf crisis with the 
Palestinian issue, a connection the Iraqi pres- 
ident sought and the United States and 
Britain opposed. 

Perez de Cuellar’s statement came six 
hours before expiration of the U.N. deadline. 

President Bush, described as resolute, 
talked with his national security advisers 


Tuesday. The gathering included Defense 


Secretary Dick Cheney; Secretary of State. 


James A. Baker III; Gen. Colin Powell, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff; Brent 
Scoweroft, the national security adviser, 
Robert Gates, Scoweroft’s deputy; John Su- 
nunu, the chief of staff, and Vice President 
Dan Quayle.

The Constitution exists primarily 
to limit the powers of government, 
BYU President Rex E. Lee said at 
Tuesday’s Devotional assembly. 

The only exception to this limita- 
tion is the 13th Amendment, which 
prohibits slavery and involuntary 
servitude, President Lee said. 

“With that single exception, the 
Constitution leaves untouched those 
vast bodies of other law which regu- 
late the rights and obligations of indi- 
viduals, groups and _ institutions,” 
President Lee said. 

The power to make war is defined 
in the Constitution, he said. 

“At the very bottom of the tussle 
between Congress and the president 
(regarding the initiation of war in the 
Middle East) is a rock-solid separa- 
tion of powers issue,” President Lee 
said. 

The Constitution limits powers 
with prohibitions regarding what 
government can do to its citizens and 
with separate governmental units 
that compete for power, he said. 

These governmental units are di- 
vided along horizontal and vertical di- 
mensions, President Lee said. 

The horizontal dimension is the 
three separate branches of the federal 
government: legislative, executive 
and judicial. The vertical dimension 
includes the federal and state govern- 
ments. 

“T believe that the interlocking 
structural features — the separation 


of powers and federalism — lie at the 
very core of why our constitutional 
government has survived and served 
us so well,” President Lee said. 

Some aspects of the Constitution 
are particularly important to mem- 
bers of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, President Lee 
said. 

Without the protections provided 
by the Constitution, the restoration 
of the LDS Church probably could not 
have survived if the Antifederalists 
had prevailed, President Lee said. 

“It is, at the least, a remarkable 
coincidence, and in my view no coinci- 
dence at all, that Joseph Smith was 
born just 15 years after the Bill of 
Rights became part of the Constitu- 
tion,” he said. 

The events that led to the develop- 
ment of the Constitution did not come 
about by chance, President Lee said. 

However, “some assume the Con- 
stitution is tantamount to scripture ... 
that view cannot withstand analysis. 

“Heavenly Father’s involvement in 
bringing about the Constitution was 
more an involvement of process,” 
President Lee said. 

The Lord raised up people who 
would be able to effectively produce 
such a document, he said. 

President Lee also referred to 
statements made by Joseph Smith 
and other LDS prophets, in which 
they said the Constitution was “hang- 
ing by a thread.” 

We do not have the specific defini- 
tions for those statements, but they 
most likely mean the continuation of 
the blessings of liberty depend upon 
our spiritual righteousness, Presi- 
dent Lee said. 


Wagge also said the estimate for revenue intake 
has been revised upward from the $450 million 
originally anticipated, to $749 million.

Emissions program proves effective

As pollution in Utah increases, so 
does the finger-pointing. But the 
Environmental Protection Agency is 
not pointing any fingers at local mo- 
torists. 

Automobile pollution has actually 
decreased in Utah County. 

A study released by the Utah 
State Bureau of Air Quality showed 
carbon monoxide (CO) emissions de- 
creased 12.5 percent from July 1989 
to June 1990, even though the num- 
ber of cars in the area increased 6.4 
percent during the same time. 

According to the Utah County 
Health Department’s annual report, 
the primary cause is an automobile 
emissions program begun in 1986. 

Ralph Clegg, supervisor of the 
Vehicle Emissions Program, said 
the program required all vehicles to 


Levels of carbon monoxide emissions in 
Utah County decreased from 2.56 pounds per 
vehicle in 1989 to 2.11 pounds in 1990. 

Officials credit a rigorous emissions 
inspection and maintainance policy for the

Clegg said vehicles that failed the 
test were required to have the nec- 
essary repairs done and be re-tested 
before they could be registered. 

“Many times, when a vehicle fails 
the emissions test, all it needs is a 
tune-up or air filter. Sometimes it 
fails because the owner has removed 
an emissions control device, such as 
a catalytic converter,” Clegg said. 

According to the health depart- 
ment report, “One of the major ben- 
efits of an emissions program is that 
it encourages vehicle owners to 
properly maintain the emissions sys- 
tems on their vehicles. 

“We have been encouraged to see 
that passing vehicles are passing at 
cleaner average levels than ever be- 
fore and even the average emissions 
levels for failing vehicles are cleaner 
than before.”

Soviets attack Latvian police academy 


RIGA, U.S.S.R. — Soviet commandos stormed a Latvian police academy 
Tuesday and seized weapons from cadets, and thousands at a Communist 
Party-led rally roared for a pro-Kremlin group to take power in the republic. 

In Lithuania, a military helicopter circled parliament, and workers dug a 
long trench behind the building to protect it from Soviet tanks. 

A government official said 80 people were missing since Sunday’s military 
assault on the republic’s television tower. 

Fourteen people are known to have been killed in the attack; 230 were 
injured. 

Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev has been striking back at pro-inde- 
pendence forces he says are violating the Soviet Constitution. 

Latvian Interior Minister Aloizs Vaznis accused Soviet “black beret” com- 
mandos of staging attacks that “are designed to provoke armed conflict.” 

The commandos attacked Latvia’s only police academy at 2 a.m. and took 
pistols, automatic weapons, snipers’ rifles and grenade launchers that Vaznis 
said “could be used in provocative actions.” 

Some of the commandos arrived at the academy disguised as traffic police, 
talked their way past a night watchman and disarmed him, Latvian radio 
reported. 

Other commandos seized the building, disarming the cadets and severely 
beating two, the report said. They left a short time later. 


Israel denies ordering PLO assassinations 


TUNIS, Tunisia — Police arrested several Palestinians, including a PLO 
bodyguard with links to terrorist Abu Nidal, after the assassinations of three 
PLO officials. But many Arabs blamed Israel. 

Israeli army gunfire killed three people and wounded 74 as Palestinians in 
the Israeli-occupied territories poured into the streets to protest the assassi- 
nations. Fatah central committee member Abbas Zaki said the killings were 
carried out by Israel and “timed tc coincide with the Jan. 15 deadline” for an 
Iraqi pullout from Kuwait. 

The Fatah is the main branch of the PLO. 

Killed Monday night were Salah Khalaf, second in command to PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat; Hayel Abdel-Hamid, the PLO’s security chief; and Abu 
Mohammed al-Omari, Khalaf’s chief bodyguard. 

“This crime will never be left without punishment,” a Fatah statement said. 

“We had nothing to do with it,” Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Arens told 
ABC-TV. The dead PLO officials were eulogized as heroes Tuesday. 


Court eases stance on forced busing 


WASHINGTON — School districts may sometimes end forced busing in 
favor of neighborhood schools even if that means a return to schools over- 
whelmingly black or white, the Supreme Court ruled Tuesday. 

By a 5-3 vote, the court said federal judges should end their supervision of 
previously segregated public schools if court-ordered desegregation has elimi- 
nated “the vestiges of past discrimination.” 

The decision set aside a federal appeals court ruling that would have forced 
the Oklahoma City school board to abandon a neighborhood schools plan begun 
in 1985 for students in kindergarten through fourth grade. 

The decision likely will make it easier for hundreds of other school districts 
nationwide to escape the court-ordered desegregation plans they now operate 
under. 

Civil rights lawyers had urged the justices to uphold the appeals court ruling 
in the Oklahoma City case, arguing that allowing an end to court supervision in 
such cases would result in resegregation of urban schools. 

Tuesday’s decision, the court’s most important statement on school desegre- 
gation in 15 years, did not appear to be a total defeat for civil rights adveocates. 


Gorbachev names new foreign minister 


MOSCOW — President Mikhail S. Gorbachev sought to put U.S.-Soviet 
relations back on track Tuesday by replacing Foreign Minister Eduard A. 
Shevardnadze with the Soviet ambassador to Washington. 

Gorbachev nominated veteran diplomat Alexander A. Bessmertnykh, one 
of the country’s top specialists on the United States, to take charge of Soviet 
foreign policy. The Supreme Soviet legislature quickly approved his choice. 

In Washington, White House Press Secretary Marlin Fitzwater welcomed 
Bessmertnykh’s appointment, which was effective immediately. 

“The president has known him for a number of years. And he’s been very 
instrumental in shaping U.S.-Soviet relations,” Fitzwater said.“We know him 
well, respect him. We can work with him.” 

The legislature was nearly unanimous in ratifying Gorhachev’s choice. 

As the vote of 421-3 was announced, Gorbachev ttitned and smiled at 
Bessmertnykh, and lawmakers broke into applause. 


No. 2 Colombian drug lord surrenders 


BOGOTA, Colombia — The No. 2 man in the Medellin cocaine cartel 
surrendered Tuesday in exchange for the government’s promise not to extra- 
dite him to the United States, where he is wanted on drug charges. 

Jorge Luis Ochoa, 41, turned himself in at Caldas, 10 miles south of 
Medellin, and was jailed in the Medellin suburb of Itagui, court officials said. 

He could face up to 30 years in prison, but authorities have promised to be 
lenient with dealers who turn themselves in: 

“This demonstrates that the policy of surrendering to the law offered by the 
government to drug traffickers is having good results,” said Rafael Pardo, 
presidential advisor on internal security. 

Under the offer made by President Cesar Gaviria, smugglers who surren- 
der and confess to at least one crime are assured they will not be extradited to 
the United States. 

President Gaviria offered the partial amnesty to end a bloody confrontation 
between the drug dealers and the government.

“Suppose, after all the darkness of the 20th century, this period of 
moral ambivalence that we are now in is really a sort of cocoon, a 
period of gestation and transformation in which we are beginning to 
face the limitations of our previous beliefs and preparing ourselves to 
move on to a higher stage. Hasn’t it happened in the past, when 
humanity discarded cannibalism, human sacrifice and slavery? Could 
we be on the edge of giving up war as a failed habit of an old and now 


discarded morality.” 


That paragraph appeared in a July 1989 issue of Rolling Stone. It 
was written by a thrilled Lawrence Wright, who, in contrast to many

most of the globe. 


Joining Wright on the wave of peace were politicians, theorists and 
a countless number of Americans who were able to breathe a little 
easier as the assumptions of the Cold War began to crumble. Tensions 
in Afghanistan, the Soviet Union, Cambodia and the Koreas were 
beginning to ease, and it wouldn’t be long before Eastern Europe 


would fall into step. 


Politicians in Washington D.C. were so impressed with the develop- 
ments that their rhetoric elevated to talking of a “peace dividend” and 
a theory calling for the end of history-as-we-know-it, 
shaped by a long series of conflicts and wars, and the beginning of 


“endism,” 


history shaped by cooperation. 


Today, it’s hard to believe that it was only a little more than a year 
ago that peace — not war — was breaking out throughout the world.

No matter the outcome of the Persian Gulf Crisis, and whatever 
other lesson is gleaned from it all, one thing is clear — peace is fragile 
and something that is worked for, not something that grows by itself. 
Who knows when we'll again grasp in our hands the opportunities we 
had in 1989 and 1990. But if it happens, the grip will be tighter.

Peace, not ultimatums, 


needed in gulf crisis 


We oppose an American offensive 
in the Middle East. 

President Bush and Secretary of 
State James Baker have endangered 
the American people by recklessly 
practicing brinkmanship diplomacy, 
while not heeding the intelligent 
counsel of former top-level advisers. 

Unequivocally, Saddam Hussein’s 
unprovoked invasion of Kuwait is 
wrong. However, President Bush’s 
public ultimatums and refusal to pur- 
sue reasonable means of negotiations 
is equally wrong.

It is our duty as responsible citizens 
to voice an intelligent opinion in 
protest. The noon peace rally on Mon- 
day was an attempt to voice these 
concerns. 

And we have some concerns. 

First, Bush has undermined any 
opportunity for a diplomatic end to 
the conflict. In publicly and consis- 
tently calling for an unconditional 
withdrawal from Kuwait and a refusal 
to link any other issues, Bush has set 
the stage for a crisis in which a mili- 
tary intervention is the only option. 

He will not take the chance of pri- 
vately whispering concessions while 
publicly shouting ultimatums. 

Another indication of the lack of 
integrity in pursuing negotiations is 
the recent fiasco in trying to deter- 
mine a date for talks, in which Bush 
agreed to send Baker to Geneva to 
meet with Iraq’s foreign minister 
when Baker could have met with Sad- 
dam himself just three days later. 
With inflexibility on both sides, the 
talks failed. 

Further, the size of the U.S. de- 
ployment to the Middle East is deter- 
mining America’s stance. 

It is politically irrational for Presi- 
dent Bush to activate tens of thou- 
sands of reservists, interrupting their 
family and their careers, for the pur- 
pose of defense. When has the United 
States used the reserves except in 
times of war? 

Furthermore, although the forces 
in Saudi Arabia are justified by unani- 
mous U.N. resolutions, an act of war 
will clearly be initiated by the United 
States. 

The U.S. has more than ten times 
as many troops deployed as Great 
Britain, the second largest contribu- 
tor. The United States also has more 


than double all of the other forces 
combined. The U.N. resolutions may 
be merely a seal of international ap- 
proval for the United States to go to 
war. 

The United States should allow 
more time for sanctions to work. 
Many former top-level advisers, such 
as former Secretary of the Navy 
James Web and former Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara, 
among others, have suggested allow- 
ing more time for sanctions. 

If they were allowed to work, per- 
haps the Iraqi economy would wither 
enough to render Saddam politically 
impotent. While sanctions are a gam- 
ble, war is an even bigger gamble. 

Proponents for the war suggest 
that Saddam must be stopped now 
before he gets nuclear weapons. 
Fighting a nation because of a poten- 
tial threat is akin to putting someone 
in jail because they might commit a 
crime. 

Others say that Saddam is like 
Adolph Hitler and we do not want 
another Munich. But just as we do not 
want another Munich, we also do not 
want another world war. What we do 
want are sincere diplomatic negotia- 
tions, continued debate in Congress 
and a consideration of compromise. 

We do not deny that Iraq is a credi- 
ble and dangerous security threat; 
however, war as the primary re- 
sponse should be pursued only after 
allowing non-violent means of resolu- 
tion the time and the opportunity to 
work. Few want simple appease- 
ment. 

Perhaps most importantly is that 
the current crisis will set the prece- 
dent for conflict resolution in the post- 
Cold War era. 

If the world still sees force as the 
first and best option to conflict resolu- 
tion, the only difference between the 
current era and the Cold War is that 
there is unanimity in the U.N. Secu- 
rity Council on the decision to go to 
war. 

It is wrong for Americans to return 
home from the Middle East in body 
bags until absolutely all diplomatic 
and economic avenues to resolution 
have been exhausted.

I was proud of 
my men and knew we could rain death 
and destruction on any enemy we met 
on the battlefield.

“IT thought my hand was the worst. 

‘This was blood red,” Call said, point- 

ing to the palm of his hand. “The skin 
, just took off and melted over my fin- 
‘ gertips while this part over here was 
‘ blistered off.” 

Call had been trying to restart the 
‘fire with a small bottle of rubbing al- 
‘cohol. On his second try, the fire 
;raced into the bottle, catching his 
‘hands on fire. The fiery liquid then 
i dropped down on his legs. 

Thanks to the care of the mission 
‘doctor and the University of Califor- 

nia Irvine Medical Center, his in- 

‘juries healed well. But the accident 
‘ left Call with little time to prepare for 
_ the 1990-91 basketball season. Even 
now he said he still feels he is strug- 
gling to get into shape. 

Coach Roger Reid said the accident 
has probably had some effect on Call’s 
playing. However, he doesn’t feel it 
has had as much effect as the two- 
year layoff caused by serving a mis- 
sion, something he feels all returned 
missionary players go through. 

This is Call’s first season back with 
the Cougars since the 1987-88 season 
when they won the WAC champi- 
onship. 

Call said it-didn’t bother him that 
the Cougars were picked by the me- 
dia in pre-season polls to finish fifth in 
the WAC. He feels the team has a 
good chance to win the championship 
if it plays well together. 

“We have a lot of talent on this 
team, but if we just play individually 
we won't win too many games,” he 
said. “But if we play as a team, we can 
be really good. Good teams are never 
built on one or two players.” 

Call has had a lot of experience with

Williams said 1,500 pounds of yard 
waste per household are produced 
each year in Provo. 

Through composting, the waste de- 
cays to about 750 pounds per house- 
hold and can then be used as a natural 
fertilizer in gardens and lawns. 

The only equipment needed are 
grinders which crush the leaves and 


trimmings so they can be used in a © 


compost pile, he said. 

Brent Gledhill at the Utah County 
office of the Utah State University 
Cooperative extension recommends 
leaving grass clippings in your yard 
instead of bagging them and throwing 
them away, as is often the case for 
aesthetic reasons. 

This practice not only cuts back on 
yard waste but saves landfill space 
and benefits the lawn itself. 

Gledhill said the grass clippings 
serve as a soil enrichment and also cut 
back on yard waste. 

Some people contend that compost 


piles smell, but Gledhill said that is 


not always the case. 


Sanctity of life 
to be remembered

In the first Provo City Council 
meeting of 1991 Tuesday night, the 
mayor declared Jan. 20 to be Sanctity 
of Life Sunday. 

Mayor Joseph A. Jenkins said it 
was particularly appropriate at this 
time of year, considering the issues of 
abortion and the war tensions in the 
Persian Gulf, to remember the sanc- 
tity of life. 

Jenkins read the new proclamation 
into the official minutes of the meet- 
ing. The proclamation — states: 
“Whereas our society is committed to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness} ‘as citizens individually and'¢ol- 
lectively as a nation, and whereas 
each human being deserves respect 
and compassion, and each human life 
is unique and irreplaceable, and 
whereas the unborn child has a com- 
pelling need for care and protection, 
now therefore I, Joseph A. Jenkins, 
mayor of the City of Provo, do hereby 
proclaim Jan. 20, 1991, as Sanctity of 
Life Sunday.” 

The proclamation goes on to urge 
all citizens of Provo to “celebrate the 
dignity and worth of the individual 
and to acknowledge the humanity of 
both the born and unborn.” 

The proclamation is intended to en- 
courage community efforts to im- 
prove life for all people regardless of 
age or handicap, Jenkins said. 

Support for the resolution was 
voiced by Julie Johansen, vice presi- 


dent of Utah Citizens for Alternatives 
to Abortion. 

Johansen expressed appreciation 
to the mayor and the city council for 
having set aside a day to recognize the 

’ sanctity of life. 

Johansen also said her organization 
encourages “positive and compassion- 
ate ways to preserve the life, health 
and happiness of women with prob- 
lem pregnancies and the children they 
carry. We feel that the responsibility 
to protect and care for life is a most 
sacred trust.” 

The mayor also received support 
for the proclamation from the rest of 
the city council. 


Stephen ‘Clark, city, coungil. chair: 
man for 1991, expressed approvab-ofs 
the proclamation on behalf of the 


council. 

The council then heard from Gary 
Gregerson, city attorney, on legal ac- 
tion that the city has filed and legal 
action that has been filed against the 
city. 

Gregerson said there are 15 law- 
suits against the city, and the city has 
instigated three lawsuits. 

In 1990, there were 94 claims filed 
against Provo. However, Gregerson 
said the number of lawsuits against 
the city has steadily decreased over 
the last few years. 

Other topics that the council dis- 
cussed included a new city water ordi- 
nance and a commendation for Coun- 
cilman Gordon Bullock for his service 
as the city council chairman during 
1990.
